Deduction for Interest 

Amounts paid or accrued within 
the taxable year 1940 as interest on 
indebtedness are deductible, with 
certain exceptions, from gross in- 
come in determining net income. 
Deductible items include interest on 
borrowed money to defray personal 
expenses, and on money borrowed 
for the purchase of real or personal 
property. If a person owes money 
on a lien or mortgage note on his 
home, the amount of the interest 
may be deducted. Indebtedness, 
however, need not ‘be evidenced by 
lien, judgment, or mortgage to make 
the interest on it deductible. Fre- 
quently indebtedness is evidenced 
only by a note. 


Interest paid on indebtedness in- 
curred in the purchase of obliga- 
tions (other than obligations of the 
United States issued after September 
24, 1917, and originally subscribed 
for by the taxpayer), the interest 
upon which is wholly exempt from 
Federal income tax, is not deduct- 
ible.

Interest paid on behalf of an- 
other where there is no legal obli- 
gation on the part of the payor is | 
not deductible by the payor. In such} 
case the amount is the same as a} 
gift. 

As interest paid is deductible, so | 
interest received is taxable cexcept | 
interest on obligations of a State, 
Territory, or any political subdivis- 
ion thereof, or the District of Co- 
lumbia; or obligations of a corpor- 
ation organized under act of Con- 
gress, if such corporation is an in- 
strumentality of the United States; 
or the obligations of the United 
States or its possessions to the ex- 
tent provided in the acts author- 
izing the issue thereof). All such 
amounts, including interest receiv- 
ed on bank and savings deposits, 
must be included in the taxpayer’s 
return of gross income. 

Deduction for Contributions 

Charitable contributions and gifts 
made by an individual are deduct- 
ible within certain limitations. The 
organization to which the gift is 
made must meet several tests. The 
corporation, trust, community chest, 
fund, or foundation must be created 
or organized in the United States

der the law of the United States) 
or of any State or Territory or of 
any possession of the United States 
and must be organized and operated 
exclusively for religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, or educational 
purposes, or for the prevention of 
cruelty to children or animals. If a 
Substantial part of its activities is 
carrying on propaganda or other- 
wise attempting to influence legis- 
lation, it fails to meet the tests. No 
part of the organization’s income 
may inure to the benefit of any 
private shareholder or individual. 

Contributions made to a mission- 
ary fund, church building fund, or 
for the benefit of other activities 
of the church are deductible if the 
church is created or organized as 
stated above. Pew rents, assessments, 
and dues paid to church are re- 
garded as contribtuions. 

Gifts to an individual are not 
deductible. 

Contributions made to the United 
States, any State, Territory, or po- 
litical subdivision thereof, such as 
‘a city or town, or the District of 
Columbia or any possession of the 
United States, for exclusively pub- 
lic purposes are deductible; for ex- 
ample, a gift of real estate to a city 
to be used perpetually as a public 
park is deductible. Also allowable 
are contributions to the special

$1,300,000,000 Limit Is 
Attached; Debate Due To 
Start On Monday 


WASHINGTON, (lP)—The sen- 
ate foreign relations committee to- 
day approved the administration’s 
British aid bill by a vote of 15 to 
8 and sent it to the senate floor for 
debate expected to begin on Mon- 
day. 

Making concessions designed to 
win votes of middle-of-the-road 
senators, the administration major- 
ity limited to $1,300,000,000 the 
amount of aid which President 
Roosevelt would be authorized to 
give foreign powers without further 
action by congress. 


The administration majority 
turned down 13 to 9, a suggested 
provision that nothing in the bill 
would confer additional power to 
send U. S. Army or Navy forces out- 
side the western hemisphere and 
the territories and possessions of 
the United States including the 
Philippine Islands. 


The committee approved the mod- 
ified bill amid disputes over the 
ability of the United States to lease, 
lend or trade more destroyers with- 
out impairing the efficiency of its 
own fleet. 

President Roosevelt appeared to 
be the only person who would be 
able togsettle the argument over 
destroyers between Secretary of the 
Navy Frank Knox and Wendell L 
Willkie, 1940 Republican presiden- 
tial candidate. And White House 
sources indicated that he would re- 
main silent until congress disposes 
of the British-aid bill. However, he 
will be given an opportunity to com- 
ment at his Friday press conference. 

Knox insists that the United 
States has no more ships to spare 
“if we want a balanced fleet.” 


Willkie recommended to the 
senate Tuesday that this country 
furnish Britain five to 10 destroy- 
ers a month. He was “surprised” at 
Knox’s statement ang hinted that 
Mr. Roosevelt had told him Tues- 
day evening that the United States 
could give away additional destroy-

The scenes in

BUSINESS — Though you may 
have spotted price rises. in some 
things, and got the impression that 
living costs were on a strong up- 
trend, fact is living cost rises have 
been amazingly low in comparison 
with what was feared the war would 
bring on the basis of the 1914-18 
experience. National Industrial 
Conference Board’s report on 1940 
shows that the wage-earner paid 
only nine-tenths of one per cent 
more for his essential requirements 
in 1940 than in 1939 — and nearly 
three per cent less than in 1937. The 
survey covers food, clothing, hous- 
ing, sundries, light and fuel. The 


‘Board uses 1923 as the standard for 


living costs. With that as “100,” 
costs during 1940 for the fields sur- 
veyed aggregated 85.3. Which means 
that the purchasing power of the 
40 dollar was 117.2 per cent of what 
it was in ’23 — you could buy as 


‘much with a single round dollar in 
| those essentials as you could have 


got for $1.17 in 1923. 


NO RUNAWAY — So maybe 
prices aren’t going to run away, 
after all — though we _ certainly 
heard plenty of talk expressing fear 
of just that when the defense drive 
was just starting. Maybe we should 
knock on wood. But the experts 
say this stability in cost of living, 
thus far, in spite of numerous “in- 
flationary” influences, has been due 
mainly to three factors: (1) Our 
abundance of foodstuffs and raw 
materials; (2) mutual determina- 
‘tion, arising out of experience in the 
other war, on the part of both busi- 
ness and government to keep prices 
down; (3) comparatively small 
, number of labor disturbances to 
| date. 

LOW-PRICE TREND — The auto 
jindustry which has pledged itself to 


priorities on defense orders, finds 
itself able to surge ahead full-blast 
to meet what is predicted to be the 
greatest spring demand in its his- 
tory. Announcement of new models 
shows a definite trend toward. step- 
ped-up production and continued 
low prices. indicating no noticeable 
shortage in basic materials. Among 
the late news on the industry is the 
announcement by one_ concern, 
Willys-Overland, of what is describ- 
ed as “the lowest-priced full-sized 
automobile in the world”—a new 
coupe priced at $70 under any other 
model of the company — in addi- 
tion to five other low-cost models. 
According to Ward M. Canaday, 
| chairman of the company, “the lo- 
| cation of defense plants in outly- 
ing areas and the general trend of 
industrial decentralization make it 
imperative that hundreds of thous- 
ands of workers be provided with 
low-cost auto transportation to 
;reach their jobs. We are gearing 
our production to meet these needs.” 

CONSUMERS’ OUTLOOK—More 
money is now in circulation than at 
any previous time in American his- 
tory, and consumer buying has re- 
acted to give the retail trade an ex- 
tended contra-seasonal rise. Auto- 
mobile sales, for instance, set an all- 
time January record. Consumers, 
however, despite “hold downs” thus 
far, still are wary of rises in retail 
prices. Thus, many business lead- 
ers are now looking for means of 
protecting the consumers’ interest, 
not only for the consumers’ sake, 
but as a safeguard for the entire 
economic structure. For example, 
Lewis S. Rosenstiel, chairman of 
Schenley Distillers, points out that 
‘if we are to preserve private en- 
terprise, we must recognize that the 
consumer is ‘the boss,’ and that the 
era is one of service to the con- 
sumer.” A portentous sign of the 
increasing nearness to “war-time 
economy” is the report from Wash- 
ington that the nation may soon be 
asked to convert at least 25 per 
cent of its production facilities to 
defense purposes, which will mean 
a scarcity of many materials previ- 
ously used principally for civilian 
needs.
